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ARAN KNITS from stitchcraft 

For centuries, people in the fishing villages around the coasts of the British Isles have been knitting 
beautiful textured and patterned sweaters. In the Aran Isles, off the West coast of Ireland, the style of 
these traditional sweaters has developed into highly textured garments with all-over patterning. Each 
traditional stitch pattern has a special name and significance, some recalling everyday things in the lives 
of the fishing communities and others being directly traceable to 3,000 year old Celtic culture, when 
symbols were of religious importance. 

In an age where mass-produced goods are all around us, the charm of this type of hand knitted sweater is 
unbeatable. In this book, the second in our Special Series from Stitchcraft, we have chosen a collection of 
beautiful hand-knits in Aran style for all the family, using both traditional and combinations of 
traditional stitches. Each one is knitted in Batons Capstan, a yarn specially designed for Aran knitting, 
and now including many bold, bright colours in its range. 



Patons Capstan 

A rugged sports yarn originally designed for 
Aran knitting, but now available in bold striking 
colours as well. 

Keep balls bands for washing and pressing instruc- 
tions.

Sizes 

The figures in square brackets (] refer to the 
larger sizes. 

These garments have been .specially designed for 
the size range given and it is regretted that no 
adaptations are available. 

Teasion 

Check your tension by casting on and working the 
number of stitches and rows given for your 
selected pattern, using the yarn and size of 
needles recommended. Cast off and lightly press. 
The measurements should be as detailed in the 
tension paragraph of your pattern. If the square is 
bigger, your work is too loose; try a size finer 
needle. If it is smaller, your w'ork is too tight; try a 
size larger needle. If you alter the needles to 
obtain the correct tension for stocking stitch cor- 
responding alterations must be made to the 
needles throughout.

46, 47, 47] 
cm). 

Tension: 94 sts and 124 rows to 2 in measured 
over stocking stitch on No 44 mm needles.

Next row — P2, patt to last 2 sts, P2. 

Rep last 2 rows 7 times more. 

Cast off remaining 34 [36, 36, 38, 38, 40] sts. 

POCKET LININGS (2) 

With No 4] mm needles, cast on 28 sts and work 
27 rows in reverse stocking stitch, starting with a 
K row. 

Next row — (P3. Ml) 8 times, P4 (36 sts). 

Leave sts on a spare needle. 



LEFT FRONT 

** WithNo3immpeedles, cast on 49 [51, 53,57,

Continue in this way, working the appropriate 
patt rows of Back from * * to * * until the 28th row 
has been worked. 

Place Pocket Lining as follows: 

Next row — K2 [3, 3, 4, 4, 5], patt 17, slip next 36 
sts on a length of yarn and in place of these. P4, 
Kl, PI, K2, P2, K4, P8. K4, P2, K2. PI, Kl, P4 
across sts of first Pocket Lining, K 1 . PI , K4 [6, 8. 
10, 12, 14]. 

Continue in patt until Front matches Back at side 
edge to start of raglan shapings, ending with right 
side facing for next row.

Next row — K2, K2togtbl, patt 8 [8, 9, 10, 1 1, 12, 
12, 14, 14], patt 2tog, turn and leave remaining 
sts on a spare needle. 

Continue on these 12 [12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 16, 18, 
1 8] sts for first side, dec I st at neck edge on every 
row. at the same time dec 1 st as before at raglan 
edge until 5 [5, 6, 7, 6, 7, 6, 8, 8] sts remain. 
Continue dec 1 st as before at raglan edge only 
until 2 [2, 4. 4, 4. 6, 2, 2, 2] sts remain, ending 
with right side facing for next row. 

3rd, 4th, Sth and 6th size.s 

Next row — K2, K2togtbl. patt [0, 0. 0, 2]. 

Next row— Patt [0. 0, 0. 1], P2togtbl. K [ 1 . 1 , 1 , 2]. 
6th size 

Next row— K2, K2togtbl. 

Next row — P2togtbl, Kl. 



All sizes 

Next row — K2togtbl and fasten off.

Now rep 3rd and 4th rows until 8 sts remain, 
ending with a 4th row. 

Next row— K2. K2togtbl, K2tog, K2. 

Next row— K2, P2, K2. 

Leave remaining 6 sts on a length of yam. 

MAKE UP AND NECK BORDER 

With wrong side of work facing, block each piece 
by pinning out round edges, and omitting ribbing, 
press lightly following instructions on the ball 
band. 

Using a flat seam join raglans, leaving left back 
raglan open. 

With right side facing and No 3) mm needles, K6 
sts from left sleeve, knit up 12 [12, 12, 13, 13, 13, 
14. 16, 17] sts down left side of neck, K14[16, 18, 
20, 22, 24, 26, 28, 30] from front dec 3 [3, 3. 4, 4. 

4,4.4, 4] sts evenly, knit up 12[12, 12,13, 13, 13, 
14. 16, 1 7] sts up right side.K6 from right sleeve, 
30 [32, 34. 38, 40, 42. 46. 48, 50] from back dec 5 
[5, 5. 6, 6, 6, 8. 8. 8] sts evenly (72 [76, 80, 86, 90, 
94, 100. 108, 114] sts). 

Work in Kl . PI rib for 2 [2, 2. 2, 2, 2, 4. 4, 4] in. 
Cast off loosely in rib. 

Using a flat seam for ribbing and remaining rag- 
lan, and a fine back-stitch seam for remainder, 
join Neck Border, side and sleeve scams. 

Fold Neck Border in half to wrong side and slip- 
hem loosely in position. 

Press seams. 
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
